Texas-born  Beneke  said,  “I 
wanted  the  kind  of  band  that 
Glenn  Miller  had,  and  I realized 
it  would  be  virtually  impossible 
to  duplicate  the  magnificent  mu- 
sical machine  that  Glenn  had 
built.  Therefore  I decided  to  re- 
main with  him  for  my  active 
lifetime.”  When  Glenn  Miller  was 
killed,  Mrs.  Miller  and  orchestra 
members  urged  Beneke  to  keep 
the  band  together  in  memory  of 
the  originator. 


From  the  time  Tex  was  nine 
years  old  he  has  participated  in 
musical  activities  with  a saxo- 
phone, clarinet  and  later  vocally. 
The  name  “Tex”  was  tagged  on 
high  by  Glenn  Miller  the,  first 
time  he  heard  the  Texas  drawl. 
His  real  name  is  Gordon  Beneke.

Color  Is  Really  Here  To  Stay; 
Ditto  For  Fried  Chicken,  Pop

Friends  have  been  looking  at 
us  patronizingly  and  indulgently 
since  we  began  prognosticating 
the  future  of  American  (and 
world)  printing  trends  — - we 
strongly  suspect  they  thought 
we’d  lost  our  marbles — and  after 
catching  up  on  a few  of  the 
latest  developments  in  the  print- 
ing field,  we  began  to  think  may- 
be we  had. 

Color  is  really  here  to  stay! 
Most  papers  are  now  making  ar- 
rangements to  incorporate  R.O.P. 
(run  of  paper)  printing  in  their 
daily  press-runs.  Advertisers  are 
color  conscious  to  the  nth  degree. 
Furniture  advertisers  are  taking 
the  lead,  using  the  device  to  show 
prospective  customers  how  the 
items  look  together,  and  how 
they  might  fit  in  with  the  cus- 
tomer’s decor. 

Three-D  Trends 

Three-dee  came  to  life  with  a 
vengeance  this  month  in  the  cur- 
rent issue  of  “Sponsor,”  TV-Radio 
magazine,  which  incorporated  a 
gatefold-spring  mechanism,  caus- 
ing a cut-out  of  Red  Skelton  to 
literally  “jump”  at  the  reader. 
(We  predicted  this  sort  of  thing 
last  quarter,  but  did  not  antici- 
pate its  imminence.) 

But  “you  ain’t  heard  nothing 
yet.”  Just  recently  a group  of 
printers  discovered,  how  to  lam- 
inate paper  so  it  would  take  and 
hold  a fixed  impression.  As  a 
result,  they  are  now  printing 
phonograph  records  in  all  speeds: 
78,  45,  33  r.p.m.,  right  on  the 
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page — one  merely  punches  out 
the  record  from  the  advertise- 
ment, places  it  on  his  own  turn- 
table, and  listens  to  an  auditory 
advertising  message.  The  adver- 
tisement, which  cannot  be  print- 
ed on  regular  presses  yet,  is  in- 
serted into  newspapers  similarly 
to  the  “miracloth”  ads  that  ap- 
peared four  or  five  years  ago  in 
Salt  Lake  City  papers. 

Ad  Film  Strips 

We  thought  we’d  heard  every- 
thing, now — but  we  won’t  be  sur- 
prised to  learn  that  someone  has 
devised  a way  to  include  film 
strips  in  an  ad  so  that  the  reader 
may  remove  it — insert  it  in  a 
projector,  punch  out  a record 
and  place  it  on  his  phonograph; 
follow  the  instructions  on  a 
printed  page— done  in  perfumed 
ink  (another  device  used  some 
years  ago  in  Salt  Lake  papers) 
and  sit  back  to  enjoy  all  five  of 
his  senses  at  the  same  time. 

Actually  the  possibilities  of  this 
latest  development  not  only  stag- 
ger the  imagination,  but  almost 
cause  it  to  fall  all  over  itself. 

Imagine,  for  instance,  an  ad- 
vertisement. of  country-fried 
chicken — printed  in  delicious 
golden-brown  ink  containing  a 
scent  of  fresh-fried  chicken,  whil^ 
at  the  same  time  you  are  listeh- 
ing  to  the  accompanying  “print- 
ed” record  which  emits  sound 
effects  of  sizzling,  the  clink  of 
knives  and  forks,  smacking  lips, 
and  perhaps  the  satisfied  moans 
of  supposedly  fried-chfcken-eat- 
ers. 

Enticing  Soft  Drinks 

Or,  suppose,  it’s  an  ad  for  bot- 
tled soft  drinks.  While  you  look 
at  a picture,  printed  in  color  with 
an  accompanying  flavor-scent — 
you  listen  to,  a record  or  a sooth- 
ing voice  assuring  you  of  its 
goodness;  in  the  background  are 
the  soft  gurgles  of  liquid  being 
poured  from  a bottle— the  clink 
of  ice-cubes  iij  a glass,  and  the 
comfortable  “aahh"  sighing  of  a 
pleased  partaker. 

Yes,  the  possibilities  are  unlim- 
ited— constrained  only  by  the  im- 
aginations of  men  not  by  the 
machines  they  use,  or  the  media 
they  employ.  Advertising  and 
reading  of  the  future  should,  and 
well  may  be,  a delightful,  surpris- 
ing experience. 

Especially  if  they  carry  it  ov- 
er into  my  botany  text  book.

Eisenhower’s 
Statements 
Rather  Rash

. During  his  campaign  for  the 
presidency,  Dwight  Eisenhower 
made  a rash  statement  to  the  ef- 
fect that  when,  he  got  in  the 
White  House,  government  spend- 
ing would  be  reduced  and  the 
budget  balanced  in  jig  time. 

Mr.  Truman,  then  in  the  White 
House  and  knowing  more  about 
the  job,  had  one  answer  to  such 
talk.  It  sounded  something  like 
“hogwash.” 

From  here,  it  appears  that 
time  has  proven  Mr.  Truman  to 
be  correct,  for  the  budget  that 
President  Eisenhpwer  recently 
submitted  to  congress  calls  for 
a deficit.  The  planned  deficit  will 
be  2.9  billion  dollars  in  the  next 
fiscal  year — a reduction  of  only 
350  million  dollars  from  the  pres- 
ent year’s  deficit  of  3.3  billion 
dollars. 

Small  Achievement  j 

This  doesn’t  seem  much  of  an 
achievement,  even  though  the 
Republicans  have  done  a notable 
job  of  chopping  at  federal  spend- 
ing. Instead  of  spending  69.9  bil- 
lion dollars  as  last  year,  the  gov- 
ernment will  only  spend  65.5  bil- 
lion dollars  this  coming  year. 
Most  of  this  cut  was  made  in  the 
Defense  Department  by  reduc- 
ing the  number  of  men  in  the 
armed  forces  from  3,300,000  to 
3,000,000,  and  by  cutting  the 
Army  4 billion  dollars.  The  rea- 
son that  the  deficit  remains  near 
the  same  is  that  while  spending 
fell  5.4  billion,  the  government's 
income  from  taxes  will  drop  5.0 
billion.
